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AN ACT relating to direct primary care membership agreements. 1 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 2 

Section 1.   KRS 311.6202 is amended to read as follows: 3 

(1) Receiving primary care services under a direct primary care membership agreement 4 

shall not require a patient or his or her legal guardian to forfeit coverage under a 5 

health benefit plan or Medicaid benefits under KRS Chapter 205. 6 

(2) The offer or provision of primary care services under a direct primary care 7 

membership agreement shall not be deemed an offer or provision of coverage under 8 

a health benefit plan and shall not be regulated under KRS Chapter 304. 9 

(3) A primary care provider shall not be required to obtain a license to market, sell, or 10 

offer to sell a direct primary care membership agreement. 11 

(4) All services provided pursuant to this section shall be consistent with this chapter 12 

for physicians. 13 

Section 2.   KRS 314.199 is amended to read as follows: 14 

(1) Receiving primary care services under a direct primary care membership agreement 15 

shall not require a patient or his or her legal guardian to forfeit coverage under a 16 

health benefit plan or Medicaid benefits under KRS Chapter 205. 17 

(2) The offer or provision of primary care services under a direct primary care 18 

membership agreement shall not be deemed an offer or provision of coverage under 19 

a health benefit plan and shall not be regulated under KRS Chapter 304. 20 

(3) A primary care provider shall not be required to obtain a license to market, sell, or 21 

offer to sell a direct primary care membership agreement. 22 

(4) All services provided pursuant to this section shall be consistent with this chapter 23 

for advanced practice registered nurses. 24
